That white marble 
structure, standing near the Potomac and within sight of tho 
Washington monument, is known to all who have visited the 
national capital as one of the most beautiful edifices in Am­ 
erica. Its architectural purity and harmony should surely be 
suggestive of similar qualities in the realm of international 
affairs. The purpose to which the building is dedicated is 
more richly suggestive along the same line. 
The building, as its name implies, stands for Tan-Amer- 
canism.” It represents the fine spirit of co-operation and mu­ 
tual helpfulness and understanding that has come to pre­ 
vail among all the nations of this hemisphere, under the lead­ 
ership and inspiration of the United States. Every visiting 
statesman cannot but feel that here, at least, is visible, tangi­ 
ble proof of the fact that nations of varied location, climata 
and race can get along amicably together. There is no other 
group of nations in the world, however joined by treaties and 
“ understandings”, that is really so bound together and pre­ 
senting a common front to the world as these Anglo-Saxoi 
and Latin-Indian nations of North and South America. 
Pan-Americanism has not yet reached such full develop­ 
ment as our clearest-visioned statesmen have desired, but it 
has gone so far beyond Europe in its idealism and capacity 
for effective action that it presents a good object lession to 
the present conference.

LEADING POWERS IS MADE PUBLIC TODAY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.— Following is the 
text of the four-power treaty signed Tuesday 
In delegates of the United States, England, 
France and Japan. 
The United States of America, the British 
Empire, France and Japan, with a view to the 
preservation of the general peace and the main­ 
tenance of their rights in relation to their in­ 
sular possessions and insular dominions in the 
regions of the I’aeUic Ocean, have determined 
to conclude a treaty to this effect and have 
appointed as their plenipotentiaries.

Who having communicated their full powers 
found iii good and due form, have agreed as 
follow s:

dominions in the regions of the Pacific Ocean. 
lf there should develop between any of the 
b id i contracting parties a controversy arising 


out of any Pacific question and involving their 
said rights which is not satisfactorily settled 
by diplomacy and is likely to affect the har­ 
monious accord now happily subsisting between 
them they shall invite the high contracting 
parties to a joint conference to which the whole 
subject will be referred for consideration and 
adjustment. 
Article 2. 
lf the said rights are threatened by the ag­ 
gressive action of any other power the hign 
cob tract i m parties shall communicate with one 
another fully and frankly In order to arrive 
at an understanding as to the most efficient 
measures to Im* taken, jointly aud separately, 
to meet the exigencies of the particular sit­ 
uation.
